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RECOLLECTIONS AT 8 YEARS: 1978 starts my 9th year collecting 
old radio programs. I'd like to hare 8 years of thoughts with you. 
First, who am I? I am 43, divorced, have 3 children; Jeff, 17, who 
graduated from High school and plays guitar and tener sax; Robin, 14, 
who is in the 9th grade and plays flute; ana Graig, 13, who is in 
the 8th grade and plays trumpet. I teach piano andplay profession- 
ally in dance bands...Now the hobby--In early January, 1970, I ac- 
quired about 100 radio programs on h 24¢@' reels. Armed with these 
shows, a primative catalog, one primative and one new tape recorder 
and little knowledge of trading, I invaded the world of experienced 
collectors. Mg first trading friends were very patient and very help- 
ful in making suggestions to improve my dubbing. I soen replaced my 
old recorder with a second new one. Since then I have replaced both 
of them, still using just two recorders. I got to know Jack Miller, 
Mel 3rlank, James O'Neal and Deve Davies, all losal traders. From 
George Blacker in Cheshire I got many discs of shows that were un- 
circulated at that time. I also met and traded with Ed Gorcoran, Don 
Brush and Ernie Hack, all Conneeticut residents at the time...Be- 
cause of these early contacts I had many programs people wanted. I 
trisd to be very prompt in answering letters, reyuestinging programs 
aüd filling requests. I constantly put out supplements. Charlie In- 
gersoll, former heat of the Radio Historical Society of Amerisa was 
very helpful and encouraging. I also tend to be organized. This, witth 
a little more time than some, helped me aecumulate programs faster 
than most traders. In the first year I had over 3000 shows. My trad- 
ing has now slowed down to a crawl because I am just looking for cer- 
tain programs and they are becoming harder to find. I now have about 
5600 shows including about 769 SUSPENSE, 175 ESCAPE, 245 JACK BENNY, 
all DIMENSION x and X-1 titles, over 150 different bands, 15^ COLUM- 
BIA. and C38 RADIO WORKSHOP, 220 GUNSMOKE, 95 INNER SANGTUM.

Jackson Beck, Evie Juster, Raymond Edward Johnson, Mandel Kramer, 
Mary Jane Higby, Peg Lynch...The trouble with listings names is that 
some have probably been left out, but not intentionally. 

My supplements and newsletter developed gradually. “My first sup- 
vlement in Feb, 1970 had 40 listings. My second supplement in March 
had a few sentenses about my additions (110) and my first discs. The 
3rd supplement in April had a page of COMMENTS AND TIDBITS mention- 
ing a few people who already had helped me, a little information 
about myself and how I graded my programs (280 listings). In May my 
COMMENT AND TIDBIT section was a page and a half (240 listings). My 
June supplement had 480 listings (my largest) and HELLO AGAIN, in 
honor of Jack Benny, made its appearance. Its purpose was and still 
is to exchange idcas about collecting and trading and to tell you all 
about you all. Subscription started at $1.00 and now is $6.00 a year. 
Several logs and listings have been made available. 7 Golden Age of 
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Radio Conventions have been successfully held in the New Haven area, 
the last 2 of which were spnnsored by the Friends of Old Radio and 
Hello Again. There are many active clubs and publications around the 
country, all contributing to the preservation and promotion of vin- 
tage radio- Remember some publications of the past: RADIO DIAL, STAY 
TUNED, ECHOES OF THE PAST, RADIO HISTORIAN, EPILOGUE...8 years have 
now passed and I know that my life is richer, both because of the ra- 
dio programs themselves and because of the many friends with whom 

I correspond. I hope I am able to continue trading for many years to 
come. Also, as long as news comes, HELLO AGAIN will Zo out. 


A PERSONAL NOTE: Two sad occurrences happened since my last issue. 
DL Peary, a long time friend, lost his wife, Juanita, and Jack Mc- 
Carthy, one of our special guests at the 1976 convention recently 
died. My deep sympathies to Hal and Mrs. McCarthy and her family.

BEN GRAUER AND HIS MICROPHONE MADE THE WORLD A LOT SMALLER 
by Thomas A. Delong 


A dial-twister had only to pick up the voice of Ben Grauer to be 
assured that the radio was tuned to NBC. Staff announcer for that net- 
work for all but eight of its 51 years, Grauer perhaps became as much 
an identification mark of that organization as the roar of Leo the 
Lion for MGM. Seemingly omnipresent, Ben Grauer aopeared on some 20 
radio and television programs in an average week. By 1950 he reputed- 
ly had been heard by 70 billion people, and as television preempted 
radio, he became as nearly recognizable by sight as by voice, 

Although Ben retired fron the National Broadcasting Company at the 
mandatory age of 65, the brisk pace that he kept in and about Radio 
City for over 40 years had not measurable slowed down at ki.s death 
from a heart attack on May 31. From an office on West 5"7th-Süreet, ue 
produced and narrated a Voice of America series, did commercials 
and took on other radio and TV assignments, such as a host on the 
recent NBC tribute THE FIRST FABULOUS FIFTY. His perennial broadcast 
describing the crowds jammed in Times Square on New Year's Eve fig- 
ured as an integral part of the media's coverage of the year-end fete 
-—-as much so as the midnight pickup of Guy Lombardo!s traditional 
playing of "Auld Lang Syne." During a score of years reporting the 
annual Manhatten ritual, he observed the throngs of celebrators from 
the relatively subdued and formally dressed to the blatant and ragtag. 
Yet, fair of foul, the noise level, he noted, never diminished. 

Twenty-two-year-old Ben Grauer and & much younger medium called 
radio irrevocably linked up when this native New Yorker was signed 
as an NBG announcer in 1930, having just failed an acting audition 
for the same network. Broadcasting had already created a new and in- 
creasingly lucrative occupation: radio announcing. Actually, Grauer 
represented the "second wave" of adaptable, all-around men at a mi- 
crophone. Whereas the earliest announcers -- Graham mcNamee, Norman 
Brokenshire, Ted Husing -- more or less, stumbled into the field from 
jobs as bellhops, singers, salesmen and aviators, Grauer and such 
colleagues as Andre Baruch, Kenneth Roberts and Dan Seymour were well- 
educated, Ben graduated from City College where he had won a prize 
for extemporaneous speaking and acquired a lifelong penchant for rare 
books and first editions. (Eventually, more than 5000 volumes fllied; 
then overflowed, his New York apartment.) 

Erudite, ebullient and energetic, he quickly advanced from such 
routine chores as station breaks ("This is WEAF, New York") and 
switching ("We take you now to") to some of broadcasting's more chal- 
lenging and unique assignments, including the maiden flight of the 
dirigibie Akron, the first handing out of moneu on a radio give-away 
show (Horace Heidt's POT O! GOLD), the first NBC television s ecial 
event (the opening of the N.Y. World's Fair in 1939), political con- 
ventions from 194% to 1976, and the first Telestar telecast from the 
United States to Europe. 

During his career he easily switched from announcer and special 
events reporter to newscaster, symphony commentator, interviewer and 
panelist. His standing brought choice primetime assignments: INFOR- 
MATION PLEASE, KAY KYSER'S KOLLEGE OF MUSICAL KNOWLEDGE, MR. DISTRICT 
ATTORNEY, YOUR HIT PARADE, MR. AND MRS. NORTH and BELIEVE IT OR NOT. 
His versatility and intellect won widespread recognition, ultimately 
is m to a Peabody Award for convention and election coverage in 
1972. 

Ben's hours were, in his words, "impossible;" his work, hard. But 
the life of a special events reporter for a network —— "a utility 
guy" as Ben called himself — had its compensations: travel, meeting 
interesting people, seeing the big news as it happened and drawing 
an annual salary of some $75,000. 


Ben Grauer's stamina and showmanship reflected his professional 
career ag a child actor in motion pictures filmed at Fort Lee, N.J., 
and on Broadway in juvenile roles in MAYTIME, THE BLUEBIRD and Gus 
Eqwards' kid revue. ThBn, as vaudeville and touring companies faded, 
more and more people turned to radio and its broad spectrum of en- 
tertainment, information and news. Ben helped to make audiences more 
keenly aware offand to share this expanding platform of programs at 
their fingertips. In the words of Walter Cronkite: "He was in the 
forefront of those who brought our big country together and removed 
sectional barriers." 

His enthusiastic and unpretentious delivery conveyed both excite- 
ment and conviction. And he brought an unusual blend of wit, elo- 
quence and curiosity to any job. 

"Millions of Americans have felt Ben's voice tingle their spines, " 
journalist Tex McCrary once wrote. "Newsdealers will tell you that 
the Morro Castle fire at sea off the Jersey coast in 1934 sold more 
papers than Pearl Harbor —- but no newspaper captured a tenth of the 
excitement that Ben Grauer caught, by grabbing the first soaking sur- 
vivor to swim ashore." 

Ben pulled him into a phone booth and called NBC. The engineers 
fed the phone connection into the network, giving listeners a direct 
account of the disaster. 

Grauer's ease before a microphone was rivaled only by his facitity 
before a TV camera. Television, However, for Ben had robbed viewers 
of a special pleasure -- imagination. "I'd hate to have an illustrated 
edition of 'Treasure Island! on my bookshelves. I like to dream up 
the looks of Long John Silver in my own mind's eye." 

The choice of Ben Grauer as announcer for the broadcasts of Tos- 
canini and the NBC Symphony was inspired casting. His love of music 
helped to secure this prized job in 1940 and he remained with the 
concerts until the Maestro put down his baton for the last time 14 
years later. "Toscanini" Ben often said, "was unquestionably the one 
genius with whom I worked.” 

Ben regularly shared a mike with some of the notables of his time 
-- Eleanor Roosevelt, Lowell Thomas, Babe Ruth, Perry Como, Dale Car- 
negie, Fulton Cursler and Walter Winchell (for whom, when & frog 
in his throat threatened to silence him, signed off with "This is 
Ben Grauer squeaking"). Outgoing and indefatigable, Ben enjoyed an 
enormous circle of friends in many diverse fields, from printing to 
A He rarely turned down a request from a charity or insti- 

His "official" NBC retirement party four years ago attracted one 
of the largest turnouts ever assembled for a broadcasting figure. 

At the time, he was quick to remark that "at 65, just don't get the 
idea that I am retiring." For Ben Grauer, that event was one he 
neither covered nor coveted.
